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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed 10/15/02. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty denned in 
section 35 1(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 1 22(b) 
only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a). 

3. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Raymond et al, 
WO. Patent No. 00/49838. 

Re claims 1, 9Raymond et al disclose an intelligent multi-modal food preparation 
appliance comprising: 

a label reader 7; a communication unit 3 and/or cable/wireless communication means; an 
operation unit 1 having a microprocessor 8; a control unit 5 coupled to the label reader, the 
communication unit and the operation unit, arrange to received information from the label 
reader, send a request to information interfaces, receive response from the information interfaces, 
and adjust the operation parameters of the operation unit in accordance with the response (see 
figures 1, 2; page 7, line 18+). 

Re claims 2 and 10, wherein the apparatus and information interface communicates in a 
client/server network (see page 8, lines 12-23). 
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Re claim 5, wherein the operation unit comprises a consumer product apparatus (see page 
7, line 18+). 

Re claims 6 and 14, wherein the reader/time-temperature indicator serves as context 
sensor coupled to the controller. 

Re claims 7 and 15, wherein the information interfaces respond by sending a profile 
associated with label information contained within the request from the apparatus (page 7, line 
18+). 

Re claim 8, the reader is a bar code reader (see page 7, line 21). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 3,4, 11, 12„ 19, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Raymond et al. The teachings of Raymond et al have been discussed above. 
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Raymond et al teach that data communication is done via the Internet, but fail to disclose 
the specific format (i.e. XML or other version thereof) of the documents. However, Internet 
communication requires TP/IP protocol, which uses some type of Hyper Text Markup Language 
(HTML) or a version of HTML. The claimed "XML" document or the like is a known version of 
HTML for Internet communication. Therefore, it would have been obvious for an artisan at the 
time the invention was made to format the documents as XML format for communicating 
between the interfaces or an HTML format, which would perform the same function as the 
claimed XML. Therefore, it would have been an obvious extension as taught by Raymond et al. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-19 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
